A. Pillsbury & Co. It communicated to the Ex- 
celsior mill, owned by Dorillus Morris and operated 
by C. A, Pillsbury & Co.; to the Minneapolis mill, 
owned and operated by Croker, Fisk & Co., which 
exploded, killing Neil Frederick, tirst assistant en- 
gineer of the fire department. The fire then com- 
municated to the Empire mill, onwed by L. F. Wat- 
son, of Massachusetts, and operated by C. A, Pills 
bury & Co. 

Tne roof ofa cotton mill near by cwned by Dorillus 
& Morrison, and it also consumed, together 
with a trestie work in rear of the millsand several 
freight cars tilled with wheat. The fire had com- 
municated to the mill of Crocker, Fisk & Co., when 
an explosion occurred and levelled the walls of 
the structure, crushing the elevated railroad track 
in front of the mill, killing three persons and in- 
juring one fatally and several others in less degree.

but no notice was taken, as it was not thought that 
the writers were serious. The vault isnow guarded 
by astrong force of police. Every precaution has 
been taken against the entrance of any unauthor- 
ized person. A laborerin the locality has been ar- 
rested, and the sheriff and procurator fiscal have 
gone to make the necessary investigations. The 
man's boots correspond with the foot- 
yrints found near the tomb, casts of which 
ohear been taken. It seems more than probable 
that the removal of the body must have taken place 
monthsago. The coffin whem it was found rifled 
of its contents was covered with dust and mildew.

A BLOODY OUTRAGE. 


A Convicted Murderer, Armed by Hila K eepera, Mur 
ders 2 Woman. ty! wi 

The meagre details of a posssbly brutal and yil- 
lainous murder have reached the city. We are oniy 
the outlines of the crime, 
are horrible and suggestive. 
Alexander Ratteree is well-Enown in this com 
munity #s a forineremployve of the Western & At- 
lantic railroad and a math of strong passionsand 
ot perate natiire ubrecte r conditions of exe itement 
and ardent drink. Something over two years ago 
he kilied aman at a house of ill famein Dalton. 
Phe two hada row about the inmates of the house, 
and Ratteree made an assault witha heavy billet of 
wood upon his antagonist, and from his injuries 
the latter died soon after, Ratteree 
was tried for murder at the fal] term 1879 of Whit 
ficid superior court. Hewas ably defended and 
succeeded in having a verdict returned of involun- 
tary manslaughter, For this he wassentenced to 
three years in the penitentiary and assigned to the 
cemps of the Marietta and North Georgia railroad 
company, 

Arrived there he was madea trusty by General 
Phillips and at one time had charge of the engine 
and train on the road. During this time he is re- 
ported to have made a terrible assault upon a col- 
ored man, thatecame near ending in the latter's 
death. This case was reported to Governor Col- 
quitt by ex-Governor Smith and led, if we are not 
misinformed, to Rattaree being removed from the 
conduct of the train, where he was in daily con- 
tact with the public. 

Since then little has been heard of him uniil 
Wednesday last, when he came to this city, en route 
to sichanan, the county seat of Har- 
raison county. It was somewhat a 
surprise, then, toknow thathe had been sentasa 
trusty, with all the powers ofan officer, to receive 
aprisoner thereconfined and convey him tothe 
convict Cam ps. 

Ratterec is addicted to excessive drink when the 
opportunity isafforded and when intoxicated is 
dangerous toany one with whom he may come 
into collision. it seems that he went hence to 
Buchanan and ia that eng on Thursday engaged 
in a drunken spree, riding about the streets to the 
terror of the citizens and making himself free with 
whomoever hemet. In thiscondition he is said 
to have rode up to the door of a Mas. Bruce, 
near the town, and called her out. He 
made some inquiries of herand, as reported, wound 
up his questions with an indecent proposal. This 
was indignantly rejected and the frightened lady 
turned to escape and seek protection. At this 
point, it issaid, Rattaree drew his revolver and 
fired at the lady, the ball striking in the left side 
of her back, under the shoulder-blade, and rang 
ing toward the heart. She fell, terribly wounded, 
while Rattaree was at once pursued and promptly 
arrested. 

The lady was desperately hurtand at the last ae- 
counts receiyed she was not expected to survive. 
fer hushand, who appeared promptly on the scene, 
endeavored to revenge her injury. by visiting in 
stant death on her assailant, buthe was prevented 
from doingso. Rattaree wascontined in Kuchanan, 
but threats of lynching were so freely and loudly 
indulged in that it was thought best to remove him, 
and he was taken to ¢ edartown, where he now isin 
jail. 
This crime and the peculiar circumstances sur 
rounding it have produced no little comment, and 
it is probable that an investigation will be ordered 
into the practice of sending characters like Rattaree, 
themselves convicts for violent crimes, to do the 
york of peace officers,
